At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  City  Plan  Omission  held  October  25,  1*>S, 
tiie  proposed  vacation  of  streets  and  alleys  involved  in  the  new  .esorinl 
Park  Junior  High  School  sit*  were  reviewed.

As  you  probably  know  there  are  several  Industries  along  Pemsvlvani.i  'venue 
who  utilise  tills  street  as  a main  access  to  U.  S.  *24  t #:’»v)  (Maunoe  Avanuo). 
The  Plan  Comisslon  feals  that  since  we  art  vacating  several  alloy*  t*nd,  in 
particular,  one  block  of  street  which  is  improved  and  has  until  tnis  time 
been  utilised  to  so*»  extent  by  those  industries,  that  It  only  is  fair  that 
the  section  of  Warren  Street,  which  is  unimproved,  be  paved  by  tine  school 
authorities. 


The  reason  behind  this  is  that  the  Pima  Commission  feels  since  the  Scuool 
Administration  is  benefitting  by  to*  vacation  of  all  the  streets  and  alloys 
involved  they  should  pave  the  section  of  Warren  Streot  in  order  to  provide 
proper  access  to  the  industrial  area  to  the  south  and  east  of  the  school.
